Research money for undergraduates dries up 


Fi ederal government cuts funding to National Sciences and Engineering Research Council by 50 per cent

The federal government’s cuts 
have hit home again. 

Undergraduate students now 
have only half the chance they had 
before of receiving a summer re- 
search award from the federal gov- 
ernment through the University of 
Alberta. 

“There were 65 awards to be 
given tentative to the federal gov- 
ernment budget. That has been 
chopped to 33, and [the program] 
will be discontinued for next year,” 
said Corrine Callihoo, the program 
coordinator at the office of student 
awards. 

The National Sciences and Engi- 
neering Research Council recently 
announced that it has received a 50 


per cent cut in its funding from the 
federal government for grants to 
undergraduates. All applicable stu- 
dents will still be eligible for the

award according to their GPAs, but 
fewer of them will be awarded. 
“The awards are not completely 


off, it’s just more unlikely that 
[undergrads could receive one],” 
commented Callihoo. The awards 
are given to undergraduate students 
with the highest cumulative GPAs 
who apply for them, and give the 
student a chance to work under a 
professor ina research environment 
for 13 to 16 weeks. Some of the slack 
from the lost awards will be taken 
up by the Alberta Heritage summer 
awards, which are worth more in- 
dividually, but not as much in total 
value. 

Also, cuts were made to gradu- 
ate student awards, with the presti- 
gious NSERC 1967 Science/Engi- 
neering award cut down to about 
six awards this year from a total of 
55 last year. It will now only be 


awarded to students with an aver- 
age of 8.4 or higher. Previously, 
certain applicants were flown to 
Ottawa for interviews by the

NSERC committee to assess the 
validity of their projects, while this 
year the applications were uncer- 
emoniously mailed to the commit- 
tee at the capital for evaluation. 


“In the past, a good amount of 
income could be made, with cash to 
spare for school,” said Wayne 
Fuchs, a fourth year Engineering/ 
Physics major, and previous ben- 
eficiary of the award. 

“Around $900 a month plus 
supplementary pay from the com- 
pany you were working for,” were 
the benefits of previous awards, 
according to Fuchs. But as of next 
year, the funding for the award will 
be cut completely. 

The only way for students to stop 
the cuts is to tell the government 
what they think of them, said 
Callihoo.. 

“Professors and students should 
write to their Members of Parlia- 
ment,” she suggested.

Lawyer looking into note sales

The picket line may have drawn 
attention to their cause, but profes- 
sors will now have to wait for a 
lawyer to decide if students can be 
prevented from selling their course 
notes. 

Several professors and graduate 
students believe Vantage Publish- 
ing, a student-run company, is vio- 
lating copyright laws by buying 
and selling professors’ words and 
ideas. 

But those professors are going to 
be disappointed with the lawyer's 
findings, says the company’s co- 
owner Victor Cui. “If they shut us 
down it’s because we’re doing 
something wrong....What our law- 
yers are telling us is what we are 
doing is legal.” 


The Association of Academic - 


Staff at the University of Alberta, 
who oversees faculty concerns, 


asked alawyertoinvestigate. How- 
ever the AAS:UA hasn’tbeen asked 
to take an official stance, says presi- 
dent Ann McDougall. 


McDougall will not speculate on | 


the eventual decision, but she does 
acknowledge that this is a fairly 
substantial issue. Professors must 
protect their work, she argues, yet 
she admits professors normally 
give written hand-outs and photo- 
copy texts. 

“We think there is a fairly large 
grey area,” McDougall says. 

Heidi Studer, a Political Science 
professor and protestor, certainly 
hopes the lawyer finds these ac- 
tionsillegal. “Itshould beifitisn’t,” 
she says. 

Studer believes selling notes not 
only breaks the law, but also mis- 
leads students and misrepresents 
professors. Controversial com- 
ments can be taken out of context 


and could have repercussions for 
professors, Studer argues. 

Studer plans to keep the issue 
alive while waiting for a decision 
from the lawyer, but “in the mean- 
time, I would just have to water 
down my classes,” she says. 

Cui hopes matters can be settled 
quietly. He will be meeting with 
McDougall this Friday to try to 
clear up misunderstandings. Cui 
says he needs input from profes- 
sors so his service will be success- 
ful. “Ifa professor is againstit then 
it’s useless to produce it,” Cui ex- 
plains. 

But McDougall thinks students 
should be able to get any addi- 
tional help from their professors 
instead of buying notes from the 
previous year. 

“] think the real judgement will 
be x: students find this useful or 
not,” she says. 


Scandinavian studies reaches out

The Scandinavian program atthe 
University of Alberta is combating 
Ralph Klein’s cutbacks by expand- 
ing their relationship with the local 
Scandinavian community. 

Professor Chris Hale has actively 
pursued a liaison with the Scandi- 
navian community for the last 25 
years. the relationship between the 
University and the Scandinavian 
community is “bearing fruit” in 
these years of fiscal restraint, he 
comments. 

Hale speaks excitedly of the com- 
munity whose “fundraising has 
already raised a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars.” The money that is 
amassed by the community is con- 
tributed to the Scandinavian Pro- 


fessorship Endowment fund. This 
money will be used to ensure the 
continuation of the educational 
program. 

Groups like the Sons of Norway 
and Torskeklubben have been fun- 
damental inestablishing programs 
to aid students who are studying 
in the Scandinavian and Norwe- 
gian programs. 

“{A]$75 Torskeklubben bursary 
[per semester] is awarded to any 
student who achieves a grade of 
seven or higher in a Norwegian 
language course or upper level 
Scandinavian course,” asserts Hale. 
One hundred and fifty dollars is 
awarded to any student who ful- 
fills the requirements in courses at 
a six credit level. 


Hale comments that besides “the 
term and annual bursaries, there is 
a $750 award for any student com- 
pleting a major in Scandinavian 
studies with a minimum seven 
GPA in Scandinavian courses.” 

Students like Shahana Embree 
and Dineen Listoe appreciate the 
benefits these grants afford them. 
Both women have been recipients 
of the Torskeklubben-Founder’s 
prize, a$1,250 grantthatis awarded 
yearly to an exemplary student

One of the booths set up for 
Health Services Week in CAB is 
understaffed. According to the dis- 
play, Nursing students have gone 
south. 

While otherbooths, like that from 
the faculty of Medicine, encourage 
passersby to try out their equip- 
ment, the Nursing display simply 
consists of a poster saying “Due to 
cuts: nurses unable to staff booth.” 

With few volunteers to assist 
with thebooth, Debra Nakonechny, 
the Nursing representative for 
Health Week, thought it would be 
a good idea to compare their situa- 
tion with that of provincial nurses 
facing layoffs. ;

But Nakonechny doesn’t want 
people to get the impression that 
nursing is a dead field. 

“This is not to say that people 
shouldn’t go into nursing.” There 
is always a cycle of demand, she 
explains. “We’re at a low point 
now.” 

She believes Nursing students 
will have to look at places outside 
of a hospital setting or accept jobs 
in rural areas or outside the coun- 
try. Nakonechny is looking for 
work in Florida upon graduating 
this July.

Dr. Snow digs up

“Ttis hard to argue witha skull.” 

Those are the words of world- 
reknowned forensic expert Clyde 
Snow who spoke to a large contin- 
gent Tuesday during a lecture 
sponsored by the association of 
graduate Anthropology students. 

Perhaps best known for his work 
in the Josef Mengele case in Brazil 
where he identified the remains of 
the infamous Nazi war criminal, 
Snow’s work spans the globe. 

“There is no way we are going to 
document all the crimes and hu- 
man rights violations, but we try to 
typify the kind of crimes that oc- 
cur,” said Snow. He has taught his 
techniques to students in many 
countries so they can carry on with 
the work of finding mass graves 
and identifying the skeletons. “ Evi- 
dence is inevitably lost unless you 
use the proper techniques,” he ex- 
plained.

defense lawyers had very little to 
respond with after that.” 

Forensic evidence is very solid, 
he argues, because “it is hard to 
argue with a skull,” especially 
when 90 per cent of the skulls exca- 
vated have executive-style single 
bullet holes to the back of the head, 
like he has found in some sites.

“The bottom line is to put into 
the historical documentation that 
these events did occur. This is very 
important, even if it never goes to 
prosecution.

Mr. Craggs has done a wonder- 
ful job once again of dehumanizing 
those that need the most compas- 
sion. Space does not permit me to 
go into specifics, but he seems to be 
declaring that women cause pov- 
erty. 

Women have been unfairly 
blamed for a lot of things, but I 
don’t think that their sex lives can 
sufficiently explain why university 
graduates can’t find jobs or why 
corporations are downsizing and 
laying off thousands of people. 

Because it is men who dominate 
the debate over welfare, can we 
really have a government who un- 
derstands and empathizes with the 
unique experiences of women? 
Women areata substantially greater 
risk of poverty than are men at ev- 
ery stage of their lives. Single par- 
ent families make up 42 per cent of 
the people on assistance in Alberta. 
A single woman earning minimum 
wage would have to work 91 hours 
to maintain herself and two chil- 
dren at the poverty line_more than 
double the standard work week of 
37.5 hours. 

And what about parental respon- 
sibility, Mr. Craggs? Alberta has 
the highest divorce rate in Canada 
and 67 per cent of ex-spouses (nearly 
all males) default on their child sup- 
port. Alas, Mr. Craggs doesn’t care. 
The motherisstilla “leech” ofarole 
model. Single mothers on welfare 


are some of the most courageous, 
gentle, and resourceful people | 
have had the pleasure of meeting 
and they don’t need to be judged or 
have their experiences devalued. 
Women do not cause poverty. Mr. 
Craggs’ beliefs and assumptions 
about welfare and women are 
myths and misconceptions that 
need to be destroyed if we are ever 


“to change negative attitudes to- 


wards the poor and ultimately 
eliminate poverty. When will 
people in this province realize that 
poverty is too widespread to be 
explained by personal failure? 
Any cuts to welfare are nothing 
more than the continued persecu- 
tion of the poor—especially 
women—dressed up in polite terms 
of individual responsibility and self 


_ reliance.

The University of Alberta Stu- 
dents’ Union has, for the past few 
years, been collaboratively plan- 
ning with the Dean of Students to 


relocate all student services to the _ 


Students’ Union Building—the 
goal being centralizing service. As 
part of this reorganization, Health 
Services will reside on the second 
floor of SUB. There is a possibility 
of a two to three million dollar 
expenditure being made available 
forrenovations and expanding ser- 
vices, with $1.1 million reserved 
for the health centre. If Health Ser- 
vices does not move, an expendi- 
ture of approximately $700,000 will 
still be available for renovations of 
the old facility, with fewer services 
to be provided. 


The potential move provides the 
opportunity to re-think the phi- 
losophy and direction of Health 
Services, to improve the service to 
the client. The management style 
two years ago used the medical 
model, a top down approach, with 
the physician acting as the gate 
keeper to other health related ser- 
vices, and students were simply 
recipients of the care. Today the 
management style is still doctor- 
directed, while the clients are con- 
sulted about the services they 
should receive. Now would be an 
opportune time to redefine the phi- 
losophy of health services and its 
future goals by allowing students 
to participate in the planning pro- 
cess. 

This redefining of health services 
would be consistent with what 
“Quality First” has proposed for 
health discipline faculties, in that 
better interdisciplinary efforts 


should be part of student educa- 
tion. The proposal encourages: 

(1) team building in the health 
care delivery system 

(2) more effective interdiscipli- 
nary research 

(3) improved teaching interac- 
tion 

Team building: this could be ac- 
complished by designing a facility 
thatadministers the programs, and 
encourages client care that utilizes 
the team approach. This would 
mean the collaboration and par- 
ticipation of student groups, 
faculties, administrators, and 
health services personnel, each be- 
ing equal constituents in the initial 
planning and administration of the 
facility. This round table approach 
to problem solving with informa- 
tion would come from many 
sources, with each group being able 
to make proposals and no single 
group having the ability to pass or

reject any proposal. When the fa- 
cility is running, the team approach 
to client care would work in easily, 
as the philosophy and physical lay- 
out would be conducive to this 
goal. 


Interdisciplinary research: this 


it is important for students to be 
able to observe or participate in an 
actual functioning model which is 
consistent with what they are 
taught in class. The new Health 
Services would have the potential 
to apply different philosophies as

Practicum 
placement would be of great ad- 


‘vantage to Health Services because 


the instructor would be paid by the 
University, and students would not 
receive any monetary compensa-. 
tion for their work. This would 
expand the services available to 
clients without increasing the fi- 
nancial cost. An example of the 
team approach to client care: food 
sciences provides dietary counsel- 
ing; however, other faculties could 
also be integrated into this, such as 
phys Ed, which could work coop- 
eratively on weight control, com- 
bining nutritional counseling with 
physical conditioning. 

However, there have been sug- 
gestions that confidentiality may 
be a problem for students. How- 
ever, these students have recently 
taken courses on ethics, and must 
perform their duties ethically in 
any other situations in their 
practicum. As well, other safe- 
guards can be worked into the sys- 
tem, such as allowing clients to 
decide whether they want a stu- 
dents involved in their care. The 
sexual assault centre on campus 
has used students as volunteers. 
and has been working successfully. 

Developing competent and well- 
versed health care providers is a 
common goal of all health-related 
disciplines. As part of this process,

physical, social, mental, and edu- 
cational aspirations by emphasiz- 
ing injury prevention.and health 
promotion. This would create a 
broader definition of a healthy stu- 
dent, potentially encompassing the 
socioenvironmental philosophy of 
health, and sees the community as 
clients, as opposed to strictly indi- 
viduals. 

Nurses could have a role in both 
community needs and individual 
assessments. Advanced practitio- 
ner nurses would have an equal 
place on the team, acting as health 
coordinators for client care at the 
health facility, as well as being at 
the nursing station in Lister Hall. 
Being salaried positions, this would 
result in direct cost savings to the 
University. Furthermore, student 
nurses could do their community 
placement at Health Services and 
offer a wide range of educational 
and preventional programs, such 
as back injury prevention and im- 
munization clinics. 

I am writing this as part of my 
position on the Students’ Union, 
and as General Faculty Councilrep- 
resentative for Nursing. I would 
encourage students to lobby their 
student associations to participate 
in the planning of Health Services 
by writing proposals for what they 
see as the future of Health Services, 
and by preparing strategies to 
implement their positions.

Alberta’s deticit is a tamed beast. 
Ralph Klein’s Tories have elimi- 
nated the deficit, even if many 
Albertans like myself strongly dis- 
agree with how it has been done. 
The elimination of the deficit means 
that Alberta can now tackle its $32 
- billion accumulated debt. How 
should we do so? There are cur- 
rently two debt retirement plans, 
one proposed by the opposition 
Liberals, the other by the ruling 
Tories. 

The Tories have introduced a 
debt retirement act into the pro- 
vincial legislative assembly. The 
act calls for the repayment of the 
“net debt” by the year 2021—a 26- 
year period. The Liberals have pre- 
sented the 2020 Vision Debt Re-

All of these places have been 
gripped by ethnic and racial war- 
fare.

Racism and discrimination 
hasn’t really bothered me as a ma- 
jor issue since the Los Angeles ri- 
ots. But every once ina while, some- 
thing happens to make me realize 
how vulnerable we are to stereo- 
typing and bigoted treatment. 

Racism creates an identity crisis. 
Not surprisingly, people often re- 

“act with a nationalist solution. 
When met by violence, people band 
together. Social movements and 
guerrilla armies have translated 
themselves into’ nationalist 
struggles in order to gain popular 
support. 

The Black nationalist movement 
hasregained credibility with Blacks 
in the United States as the govern-

payment Plan, which calls for the 
retirement of the “gross debt” by 
the year 2020—a 25-year period. 
Fine, but what does this mean? 
Whatis the difference between the 
plans? 

The difference lies in what each 
plan‘ considers Alberta’s debt to 
be. The Liberals want to pay down 
only the gross debt, while the To- 
ries want to pay down the so-called 
net debt. The gross debt is $32 bil- 
lion, while the net debt is only $8 
billion. This discrepancy is caused 
by the Tories’ use of smoke and 
mirrors. 

To arrive at their figure of $8 
billion net debt, the Tories have 
counted all provincial assets 


against the gross debt. This means — 


that each building, road, dam, com- 
puter, and car owned by the prov- 
ince is balanced against the debt. 
The problem is, most provincial 


assets do notearn interest, whereas -

ment passes “jail and repress” bills, 
cuts social programs, and blames 
racial minorities for domestic prob- 
lems. Hispanics have also become 
increasingly organized in the face 
of racial oppression. Meanwhile, 
some Hispanic gangs have staked 
out their territory, “reclaiming” it 
for Mexico. These developing na- 
tionalisms make sense ina country 
which has integrated racism into 
its domestic policy. 

Looking farther south, the obvi- 
ous racism and discrimination to-

ward the Indian population sparks 
more explosions. 

The indigenous revolt which 
took place in January, 1994, in 
Chiapas, Mexico, raised the ques- 
tion of increased Mayan national- 
ism. The Mayan demands include 
the elimination of racism and dis- 
crimination. They want political, 
social, and economic equality. Simi- 
larly, the social and guerrilla move- 
ments in neighbouring Guatemala 
have fought for decades against a 


every part of the debt costs the 
province in debt servicing charges. 
Even after the Tories pay down 
their $8 billion debt, the province 
will be paying interest on the re- 
maining $24 billion of gross debt; 
about $2.5 billion annually. As pre- 
mier Klein has pointed out, paying 
service charges on the debt severely 


hampers the province's productiv- ° 


ity—furthermore, it prevents that 
$2.5 billion from being spent on 
more useful purposes—education, 
health, post-secondary education, 
and seniors’ benefits. Klein’s To- 
ries prefer to continue to fork the 
dough over to debtors. 

The Liberals’ 2020 Vision, mean- 
while, proposes to pay down the 
entire $32 billion debt, thus saving 
the province $2.5 billion annually 
ininterest charges. This is the more 
fiscally responsible option. Paying 
off all of one’s debts to eliminate 
interest charges‘ is more sensible 
e 


than carrying over a credit card 
balance, and paying only the 
monthly interest charges. - 

Last week I talked to a Liberal 
MLA about the 2020 Vision. He 
rejected allegations that the Liber- 
als would use all of the Heritage 


he claimed, the Liberals would use 
the marketable securities and liq- 
uid cash from the Fund to pay down 
the high-interest portions of the 
debt. This part of the 2020 Vision 
has long been a platform of the 
provincial Liberals—Mike Percy 


‘has often proposed that the gov- 


ernment use low-return market- 


Debt 


able securities and liquid cash to 
pay down the high-interest por- 
tions of the debt, in order to save 
the province $54 million annually. 

The Tories’ debt retirement plan 
would leave the province in debt 
by $24 billion, while the Liberals’ 
2020 Vision would restore the 
province’s fiscal focus to fine 
health. I think most Albertans 
would prefer to see the entire debt 
gone, rather than artificially using 
unmarketable provincial assets to 
offset the remaining debt. It was 
the use of such smoke and mirrors 
by the Tories in the ’80s which 
drove the province so deeply into 


debt. After freeing ourselves from 


the burden of annual deficits, we 
hardly want to let the Tories’ fiscal 
foolery return us to our former fi- - 
nancial precipice. Let’s hope the 
government sees the value of 2020 
Vision, and assaults the entire debt, 
rather than only a quarter of it.

genocidal military government. In 
this context, the growing popular- 
ity of Mayan nationalism makes 
sense, especially since it means 
survival. 

Several months ago, a Mayan 
Quiché speaker at the International 
centre described a new strategy for 
maintaining their culture and eth- 
nicidentity. This new strategy mir- 
rors the Japanese solution to con- 
tact with Europeans: appropriate 
the technology and use it to retain 
political, economic, cultural and 
ethnic independence. This intelli- 
gent strategy will likely succeed in 
maintaining a positive balance be- 
tween new and old identities. 

Considering the numbers of con- 

- frontations in Canada over the past 
couple of decades, we, too, have 
unfinished business with our hosts.

On Tuesday night, Ihad my bedtime story 
a little early when I was lucky enough to be 
present at Edmonton Opera’s production of 
La Cenerentola. It was hard not to be swept 
away by the vivid costumes, the superb 
musicians hip of the singers and orchestra 
alike, the comedy of the libretto and, of 
course, Rossini’s witty and light-hearted 
score. 

La Cenerentola is the story of Cinderella, 
but not exactly as you and I may know it. 
Thereis no fairy godmother—she is replaced 
by the prince’s tutor, Alidoro, who plays 


stuffy Edmonton audience. Amongst the

The vocal technique cat- 
egory would have to go to Silvia Tro Santafe 
as Cinderella and Bruce Fowleras the Prince; 
both roles called for a high level of expertise

matchmaker in this version. Also there is no 
wicked stepmother, but there is a very 
grumpy old stepfather, Don Magnifico, who 
keeps Cinderella as a servant; he reforms in 
the end but, before that, he does a pretty 
successful job of breaking the stereotype 
that only stepmothers are evil in fairy tales. 

The style of the opera may not have been 
strictly opera buffa, but it certainly had its 
comic moments.

Beside the local church, a brick enclosure 
is built around her where she will suppos- 
edly spend the rest of her life.

cate with the outside world. 

To the priest and bishop, Christine (now 
the Anchoress of Shere) becomes a religious 
status symbol, of which they are very proud.

Jeff Buckley is the son of the late Tim 
Buckley, the legendary pioneer of the 
underground folk-jazz fusion music scene 
of the late ‘60s. His music predated Van 
Morrison’s landmark 1968 album Astral 
Weeks, and today he is hailed as a man of 
prophetic musical genius; he was ostracised 
by the music establishment of his time, a 
frustration that drove him to a drug-over- 
dose at the age of 28. 

Jeff, now 25, grew up without his father, 
and yet he was raised on his father’s legacy. 
Every now and then, as Buckley grew up, 
mysterious record management people 
would stop by his mother’s house to see how

the young heir-apparent was getting along, 
and to see if he was picking up that guitar. 
Buckley did pick up the guitar, but he was 
more than wary of the various record sven- 
galis and jackels that were ready toadd fresh 
fuel to the Tim Buckley legend. 

Instead of responding, Jeff grabbed his 
guitar and headed for the coffee-houses of 
New York’s Lower East Side. It was here, in 
partial obscurity, that Buckley honed his 
own particular vision of music. It was one 
that differed from his father’s—he grew up 
listening to rock and roll bands as well as 
folk. And yet, there was that voice, an 
outstanding, shimmering tenor that 
resembled his father’s to an almost eerie 
degree. 

Finally, everything came together when 
Jeff bought Morrison’s Asral Weeks, just to 
see what all the fuss was about. He was 
blown away. Morrison’s free form jazz-folk 
musical mix, his high soaring voice and airy 
spiritual lyrics were a revelation. 

This debut album is extremely complex 
and is not necessarily easy to listen to. Most _ 
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songs feature complex rhythms, a mix of 
eccentric instruments and ambiguous melo- 
dies. The songs however are not senselessly 


convoluted. They ask the listener to stop ° 


whatever else they are doing and pay atten- 
tion. 

The beat rarely stops on 4/4 long enough 
to shake a stick at, perhaps with the excep- 
tion of “Last Goodbye”—yet even in that 
song the commonality of rhythms is over- 
shadowed by Buckley’s high flying wailing 
voice, which reaches into all sorts of unusual 
areas to pull out unexpected melodies (very 


‘much a la Van Morrison). “Halleujah” is a 


Leonard Cohen song stripped of the sombre 
whiskey-soaked bassoon voice of its author. 
“Mojo Pin” has elements of Mississippi Delta 
blues and traces a murky path through love 
and committment. 

This is not background music. It is a col- 
lection of diverse sounds and writing styles— 
to create serious, intelligent music of depth. 
Asaresult ofits complexity, it cannot appeal 
to all people all the time. It is mood music, 
and the mood is (what else) grace.

A lot of people have heard the phrase “the 
revolution will not be televised.” But in ad- 
dition to being a street-proverb, those words 
are the title to a piece by the great jazz singer, 
novelist and political poet Gil Scott-Heron. 

Scott-Heron shares credit with the Last 
Poets and Jamaican dub poet Linton Kwesi 
Johnson for having created the aesthetic ar- 
chitecture necessary to give birth to hip 
hop. Back in the 1970s when the radio was 
still jammed with nonsense (some things 
don’t change), GS-H was dropping intelli- 


gence with jams like “Johannesburg,” a 
bouncy anti-apartheid vibe on an album, 
From South Africa to South Carolina, that said 
the white supremacy in SA was systemati- 
cally connected to white supremacy in the 
White House. Not the kind of song that you 
would expect to go Top 40—but it did. 

Spirits hits as hard politically as anything 
GS-H has ever done before. And, as with 
FSAtoSA, the man is still concerned with 
how people living in times of tyranny deal 
with personal, romantic or spiritual crises: 
their fear, their self-loathing, their failings. 
This is one of the central themes of Spirits, 
from the very first track, “Message to the 
Messengers” —which advises young rappers 
to know the science before they try dropping 
it, and young people to clean up their own 
lives and neighbourhoods, never giving in 
to white supremacy. 

But, for all of Scott-Heron’s capability, 
expressed on many occasions, it’s ironic that 


perhaps the greatest song of his career (and 
one of the best I’ve heard by anybody in any 
genre in ten years) should have its music 
designed not by him, but by someone 
else.That’s not just anyone else, but Ali 
Shaheed Muhammad of rap troupe A Tribe 
Called Quest. The track is named “Don’t 
Give Up.” I’ve rarely heard a more sincere, 
genuinely Spiritual (that’s a capital “S”) and 
moving call for courage. Scott-Heron’s voice 
inspires like a shaft of divine light, and 
Muhammad’s dark-sweet bass resonates 
with diamond bell-sparkles. 

My only complaint is that the album has 
an over-all similar sound among the tracks. 
But if you think of it as really one song in 
several movements, the “lack” of variety 
suddenly becomes dynamism along a cen- 
tral construct. 

Idon’t care what kind of music you usually 
buy. If you buy only one album in the next 
three monthes, make it this one.

Spring has arrived. For students, this means 
finals are just around the corner—and, for those 
of us who also work, it means an even more hectic 
schedule. We would be humbled, however, if we 
glanced at the day planner of Minister Faust, 
University of Alberta graduate and onetime Gate- 
way editor; in addition to holding down a day 
job, he programs two weekly shows on CJSR

How many times have you been sitting 
around and suddenly had a craving to see 
Humphrey Bogart and Shakespeare at the 
same time? Until March 26, you can satisfy 
that craving at the Chinook Theatre. 

The Maltese Bodkin was one of the sold-out 
hits of the 1991 Fringe festival and played for 
15 extra performances as a “Pick of the 
Fringe.” It also won the Sterling Award for 
Outstanding New Work 

Its hero, Birnam Wood, is a trenchcoat- 
wearing private investigator in early seven- 
teenth century London who tends to in- 
dulge in introspective soliloquies. He gets 
tied up in a mystery centering around the 
Maltese Bodkin, an enigmatic dagger found 
inthe back of his partner, Archie Heath (who 
is forced to take an involuntary dirt nap). 
Determined to find his partner’s killer and. 


THOU DIRTY RAT! 


unsure who is friend or foe, he must sort 
through a hoard of Shakespearean charac- 
ters—all running around searching for the 
knife. 

In total, the play features 17 of the Bard’s 
characters, including the likes of Iago 
(Othello), Mercutio (Romeo and Juliet), Rich- 
ard II] and Puck (A Midsummer Night's 
Dream). But unlike real Shakespeare, where 
everyone has an English accent, these char- 
acters are given accents appropriate to their 
nationality. Fortunately, they retain a good 
replica of Elizabethan English, although itis 
laced with a few more colourful puns and 
metaphors. Wood and his secretary, how- 


ever, are appropriately less eloquent but ~ 


manage to mock some American clichés. 

The presentation of Puck was a superb 
and notable achievement, as he was played 
by two people. One person played his head 
and feet, and another played his arms and 
hands; the result was a witty little man ina 
suit and a big head. I don’t know what it is, 
but there is something really funny about a 
person whose arm movements are per- 
formed by someone else. 

Althoughsome knowledge of Shakespeare 
is an asset, it certainly isn’t required to ap- 
preciate this fine work. It’s hilariously funny.

The centre serves as an all-year 
training facility for players 
earmarked for the different national 
and provincial teams.

Vickery’s dual role as director of 
the HPC and coach of the University 
squad is unique in the nation and 
the arrangement gives benefits to 
players, the University and the 
provincial and national soccer 


programs. The players receive year- 
round training in first class facilities 
while the University gets easier 
recruitment from the players who 
attend the centre. The national and

provincial programs eventually 
receive players who are trained at 
the facility. 

As far as the Golden Bears are 
concerned, Vickery will have

The team loses 
all-star veterans Ricardo Zenariand 
Jason Bougher, as they both are 
graduating. Midfielder Matteo 
Saccomanno will also be leaving 
the team.

One of the always-alert is Esther 
Medema, a fourth year track and 
field athlete for the University of 
Alberta. After placing higher than 


expected at the CIAU nationals * 


earlier this month, Medema is now 
competing on the Canadian team in 
the Pan-American Games which 
were held in Argentina this week. 
The opportunity arose because of 
her outstanding performance at the 
indoor national senior 
championships in Saskatoon last 


month, where she won the 
pentathalon. : 

“Esther is the top team member 
on the women’s team,” stated a 
proud Marek Glowacki, track and 
field head coach. 

The heptathalon was the event of 
choice for Medema while she was 
south of the border. The 100m 
hurdles, high jump, shotput, 200m 
dash, long jump, javelin, and 800m 
run are the seven individual events 
that make up the heptathalon. 

Tuesday saw Medema compete 
in the first four. After clocking a 
time of 14.21s in the hurdles, 
Medema had a vertical of 1.59m in 
the high jump, threw the shot put 


11.21m, and finished the 200m at 
25.15s—a personal best. 

Medema said she “felt good, but 
had a bad finish,” during her 200m 
run.
